Merger 

Enova Corp. (Enova) 
and Pacific Enterprises 
(PE) told state regulators 
that opponents to their 
merger seek to thwart 
competition in the energy 
marketplace rather than 
enhance it. 

In a filing with the Cali¬ 
fornia Public Utilities 
Commission (CPUC) that 
counters the formal oppo¬ 
sition registered by South¬ 
ern California Edison 
Company (SCE) and other 
competitors, PE and 
Enova said attempts by 
these parties to character¬ 
ize their proposed merger 
as anticompetitive are “il¬ 
logical” given the mo¬ 
nopoly advantage that 
these competitors cur¬ 
rently enjoy in retail elec¬ 
tricity markets in Califor¬ 
nia. 

In fact, the filing states, 
the proposed merger will 
instead have pro-competi¬ 
tive effects in the state’s 
deregulated energy mar¬ 
ketplace. 

‘The merger of PE and 
Enova will accelerate 
competition in the South¬ 
ern California energy mar¬ 
ket, so it’s no surprise that 
SCE and others with a 
vested interest in maintain¬ 
ing their current monopo¬ 
lies want to try to delay or 
prevent it from happen¬ 
ing,” said Fred John, PE 
senior vice president. 
“These companies are 
about to face competition 
for the first time, some¬ 
thing the gas industry and 
PE have faced and re¬ 
sponded to already.” 

PE, the parent company 
of Southern California Gas 
Co. (SoCalGas), the 
nation’s largest natural gas 
distribution company and 
Enova, the parent com¬ 
pany of San Diego Gas & 
Electric (SDG&E), agreed 
to merge in October. 

“As history has proven 
with deregulation of other 
industries, competition is 
good for consumers,” said 
Bill Reed, vice president 
of regulatory affairs for 
SDG&E. “California en¬ 
ergy customers will be 
among the primary benefi¬ 
ciaries of the merger be¬ 
tween Enova and PE. Our 
recent filing with the 
CPUC clearly documents 
the competitive benefits of 
this merger and we’re con¬ 
fident regulators will rec¬ 
ognize these benefits.”

Question: I just bought a new car that 
is equipped with a turbo-charged engine. Are 
there any special care or driving requirements 
1 should follow? 

Answer: As always, you should fol¬ 
low the manufacturer’s recommendations con¬ 
tained in your owner's manual. In addition, 
here are some tips that will help the perfor¬ 
mance and longevity of the engine. 

The most important thing to remem¬ 
ber when driving hard or just coming off the 
freeway is to let the engine idle for a minute 
or so. This will help the bearing within the 
turbo housing wind down and ctx)l while ad¬ 
equate lubrication is being provided. 

Also, the oil in a turbo-charged engine 
is more subject to deterioration, and should 
be changed (along with the filter) at intervals 
of 3,000 miles. 

It's important that the oil be the proper 
grade. The container should carry the API 
ratings SF/SG and CC/CD. Most major 
brands are SF/SG, but it is also important to 
have the CC and/or CD ratings for the extra 
stresses imposed by turbo-charged engines.

The New Year did not begin quietly, but instead was 
ushered in with blustery, gale-force winds earlier this 
week. As with most of the Foothill corridor cities, 
Monday’s high winds downed trees and created power 
outages throughout much of Arcadia. 

According to Don Shawver, captain of special opera¬ 
tions for Arcadia Fire Department, perhaps the most 
significant damage in the city on Monday was caused 
by “an apartment fire thafStarted out our day at 8:30 
a.m.” Located at the comer of Santa Anita and Newman, 
this second alarm structure fire necessitated mutual aid 
from neighboring El Monte and Monrovia, says 
Shawver. 

Although the fire was not actually caused by the 
wind, it was greatly compounded by it. Upon investi¬ 
gation by the Fire Department, it was discovered that 
an appliance started the blaze that threatened businesses 
and other residences in the area. The high winds fanned 
the flames to a much greater extent than normal. “We 
had to have our roof hosed down,” remarked Eltha 
HoChoy, whose residence is close to the apartment 
blaze. “It was kind of scary for a while.” 

The fire was contained at 9:30 a.m. according to 
Shawver, with “Full extinguishing at 11:30 a.m. and 
completion of the inve.stigation at 1:30 p.m.” The loss 
was estimated at $125,000. 

In addition, the Arcadia Chapter of the American Red 
Cross was on hand to provide assistance to the seven 
displaced residents of the apartment, who lived in the 
building’s four units. Luckily, there were no injuries or 
fatalities. 

“Numerous, numerous trees have come down in this 
wind,” said Shawver, who added that other complica¬ 
tions have risen from the loss of power to various por¬ 
tions of the city. This power loss extended late into 
Tuesday as well, even after the winds died down. There 
was also damage to water storage units in the area, he 
said. 

The Arcadia Fire Department activated their Emer¬ 
gency Operations Commission early on Tuesday to 
better manage efforts. “Until the winds kick up again, 
it’s now a cleanup effort,” noted Shawver. 

On Tuesday, City Manager Bill Kelly declared the 
city of Arcadia a local emergency. This may go to the 
federal level, resulting in federal aid. “We’re estimat¬ 
ing $ 1,000,000 in damages,” he stated (see related City 
Council report).
